In reply to a question by Cr. 
A. W. Knight, MLC

mission has advised him that the 
daily spraying of the confines 
of the depot are by three to five 
water carts using sea water 
carted from the Newport Power 
Station.

hourly has been struck at about 
329 feet,

The Pecsi gypsy family is 
one of the oldest musical fam- 
ities in Eastern Europe. Pecsi’s 
great grandfather had the great 
honour of playing for the Em- 
peror Joseph, the last Emperor 
of Austria. ond Hungary. His 
greot-uncle played on many oc- 
casions for the grand Prince 
Rudolf at his country chateau 
and it would be remembered 
that the grand Prince Rudolf 
was involved in the tragic May- 
erling incident. . 


At present his two sons, Jo- 
seph and Tomaz, one of whom 
will be travelling with the com- 
pany to Australia, are highly 
skilled musicians whose ages 
respectively are 17 and 18.

“Monti”, ete. 


- The costumes are all hand 
made in traditional style and 
embroidered in various villages 
throughout Hungary and the 
jewel'ery worn by the gypsy 
doncers in some cases has been 
in their families for decades. 


The company includes 20 
gypsy musicians, 9 male and 
female dancers and 4 mafe and . 
female vocalists. The company,

Dear Ron, ; 

After -several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to leave that place of 
places (Altona) we finally de- 
parted on Wednesday, the 13th. 
(of March, that is), at 5-30 p.m. 


We travelled all night via the 
Calder Highway and _ finally 
reached Mildura at about 4 a.m. 
on Thursday. That day we 


- toured the town after sleeping 


in a car park by the Murray 
River and then proceeded te 
the Commonwealth Employment 
Office to register for unemploy- 
ment ‘benefits. They would not 
pay us anything, but offiered us 
jobs with a circus over the river 
in New South Wales. 


The pay was $5 per week plus 
food and accommodation, se 
needless to say we left immedi- 
ately and checked out the town 
(birds, that is}. You should see 
them—miilions and millions of 
them—they outnumber the blokes 
four to one. 


We were sad to leave Mildura 
and decided to travel to Griffith, 
NSW, on the same day. Spotted 
a couple of ’roos on the way, 
but Austin couldn't hit any, so 
we gave them up and kept go- 
ing. 


We arrived in Griffith at 3-30 
a.m., Friday, and were amazed 
at the size of the town. The 
“little one horse town” imagined 


‘by us turned out to be a huge 


place with a main street that 
would put Altona’s to shame. 

The main street here is be- 
tween half and three- quarters 
of a mile long and once again 
there are millions of birds who

outnumbered the blokes four to 
one. However, most of them 
are only 14 to 15 year's old. 


‘After applying to the Common- 
wealth Employment Office at 9 
a.m. Wwe were given a job fruit 
picking at $4.50 per ton, so we 
are not quite millionaires.

Our first dave. drinking gave 
Max Nicholis (the person who 
you call “Company'’) .a short 
stomach upset, but Austin and 
T .got through it alright. 


Max, being a smart person, 
brought gloves with him and he 
used them when picking oranges. 
Austin and I soon woke up and 
invested in a pair each. They 
eost us nearly a ton of oranges 
each, but they were worth it 
as they saved our harids from 
being cut to ribbons. 


We are camped on the farm 
where we work for a Mr. Mon- 
torosso, he's a_ terrific bloke. 
There is a pig sty about 20 feet 
away, and boy, it smells. 

The mesquitoes are starting to 
attack now and so we will have 
to close and get into the air 
raid shelters.

DROUGHT RELIEF 


Our gardens have suffered 
severly because of the drought, 
and we are all doing our share 
of bucket carrying. 

Primary producers, however; 
are the most affected, many of 
whom have heen placed in 
serious financial difficulties. 

Nearly all of the rural com- 
munity are spending a good deal 
of time providing water for their 
stock. 

People are inclined to look for 
someone to blame for these con- 
ditions, and the Government's, 
both State and Federal, are re- 
ceiving their share of criticism. 

The Prime Minister announced 
last Thursday that he had agreed 
to arrange, through the Wheat 
Board, for the provision of 
wheat on 12 months terms at an 
interest rate of 442%. This will 
be used as fodder, and I under- 
stand will be available to all 
graziers, not merely those hav- 
ing difficulty in obtaining credit. 

An additional grant has been 
approved by the Prime Minister 
of up to $1,000,000 providing the 
money is spent on drought assis- 
tance in drought relief areas. 

This is, of course, in addition 
to the money made available 
ben year to the State of .Vic- 

ria.
